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Man  has  been  defined  by  foine  a  rifible,  by  others  a  realbnablf 
creature;  but  the  epithet  of  fociaUe  belongs  to  him  as  pro* 
]Kily  as  any  other.  As  foon  as  men  began  to  unite  more  clofely, 
and  dn  eU  together  in  focieties,  reafon'i  or  a  kind  of  inftinJt  taught 
ibem,  that  there  was  fbme  regard  due  from  one  to  the  others 
w  hich  regard,  by  each  (bciety,  was  diverfified,  according  to  itf 
particular  genius.  .  /  » 

The  Afiatics,  who  had  a  lively  imagination,  a  tender  heart,* 
and  a  fupple  mind,  were  almofl  guilty  of  excefs  in  the  exf^refSona 
of  their  civilities.  The  humble  manner  in  which  Abraham  and 
Lot  received  the  angels,  whom  they  took  for  men ;  .thcfubmiffioa 
with  which  Abigail  addreiled  herlirlf  to  David,  to  appeale  hU 
wrath ;  and  many  other  ififtances,  are  ftrong  examples  of  this 
eadern  complaifance,  which  was  carried  to  the  greatefl  height  by 
the  Aflyrians,  Mede^  and  Perfians,  who  were  bred  up  in  the 
ftriaefl  principles  i^Tpaflive  obedience,  and  were  wont  to  worfhip 
ahfolute  power  in  its  word  of  fhapes.  ^ 

The  Europeans,  of  a  graver  and  more  phlegmatic  difpofition, 
greater  foul,  and  a  temper  not  eafily  to' be  fubdued  or  contronled, 
exprefled  their  friendfhip,  efteero  or  refpecd,  in  a  plainer  or  left 
fervile  manner.  Accordingly  we  find  that  the  Greeks,  aceuftomed 
to  that  equality  whereby  ffee  and  popular  dates  are  dtdinguifhed, 
defpifed  and  contemned,  as  the  meaned  proditution,  that  fapine 
groveling  hotnage  exa^ed  from  them  by  thofe  kinn  of  Perfia;  in 
whofc  fervice  they  had  aourageonfly  expoftd  their  lives.  Though^ 
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at  the  fame  time,  they  were  the  politeft  people  of  the  then  known 
world,  and  as  remarkable  for  their  coarteoufnefs  and  go#»d  breed* 
iitgf  as  for  their  great  Ikill  in  all  the  arts,  both  of  war  and  peace. 

Notwithflanding  the  manners  of  the  inhabitants  of  Italy  had 
been  very  much  fofteiied  by  the  mixture  of  feveral  Greek  colonies, 
yet,  from  hiflory,  they  appear  rather  downright  honeU  people, 
than  fine  gentlemen. 

Rome  was  at  firft  only  a  confufed  heap  of  uncivilized  nations. 
Their  leading  a  mere  country  life,  together  with  their  perpetual 
wars,  preferved  for  fome  time  their  genuine  rufticity.  The  con. 
flitulion  of  their  government  was  the  firft  thing  that  poliftied  them; 
for  necellity  made  the  common  people  fubmiftive  and  refpe^ftful ; 
and  ambition  taught  affability  to  thofe  in  higher  ftations. 

At  laft,  towards  the  latter  end  of  their  common-wealth,  and 
umlei  their  firft  emperors,  plenty,  Inxnry,'  letters,  but  efpecially 
their  inteicourle  with  the  (ireeks,  who  had  improved  their  man¬ 
ners,  after  the  lofs  of  ihei*  libenv.  made  them  excel  all  other  na¬ 
tions  in  poliienefs,  as  well  as  power;  fo  that  they  were  proud  of 
nothing  l*o  much  as  of  what  they  called  Roman  urbanity.  This, 
in  length  of  time,  came  infenfibly  to  alter  for  the  worfe ;  and,  at 
the  difmemhering  of  the  empire,  degenerated  into  fulfome  com¬ 
pliments,  and  iniipid  naufeous. adulation. 

Hence  we  may  conclude,  that  it  has  fared  with  politeiiefs  as 
with  tnoft  other  things.  'I  hey  rife  from  fniall  beginnings,  and  by 
flow  degrees;  they  afterwards  are  carried  as  far  as  they  can  go; 
but,  when  once  they  have  reached  the  fuiiimir,  they  prefen tly  fall 
into  a  declining  condition,  and  decay  much  fafter  than  they  in- 
ra-eafed.  l.ike  the  life  of  man,  which,  after  a  long  and  tedious 
childhood,  fucceeded  by  a  few  y  ears  c.f  ir*aturiiy  and  perfection, 
oltco  ends  in  an  infirm  old  age;  or,  10  nfe  a  lefs  aftcefting  compari* 
fun,  like  the  ftojir  of  Syfiphus,  w  liith,  according  to  the  fable,  is 
feigned  \o  be  forced  up  the  hill  with  great  pains  and  labour,  to 
abide  hardlv  one  monuni  at  the  top  of  it,  and  then  to  roll  down 
tiic  ll(»pc  with  rapidity'. 

.  Riches  and  ]x)w  er,  vii  tue  and  learning,  honour  and  morality, 
nay,  religion  iifelf,  have  had  the  fame  fate,  among  all  nations,  and 
in  all  ages.  In  ancient  times,  the  moll  celebrated  common-wealths, 
(iich  as  Koine,  Cai  ihaoe,  Athens,  and  Sparta,  the  two  former 
cc  m})ciiioit  I'or  the  empire  of  the  world,  as  the  latter  were  for 
iIkU  of  Greece,  are  illullrious  proofs  of  what  is  here  aflerted.  ' 

Rome,  till  tlic  end  of  the  fecond  Punic  war,  grappled  hard  with 
her  neighbours,  for  a  fmallrr  territory  than  wbat  is,  at  prefent, 
jiollcired  by  the  pope.  Then  flie  was  valiant,  honed,  and  labori* 
c»ns.  She  afterwards  waged  w:  r  with  mighty  kingdoms,  and 
made  hcrfelf  formidable  to  ilie  greateft  princes.  Then  (lie  grew 
hvrned,  knowing,  polite,  and  magnificent.  She  at  laft  arrived  to,- 
fuch  a  height  of  wealth  and  power  as  to  overcome  all  that  with- 
Itoc  d  her,  eltablifh  her  cioiniiiiou  without  coiitroul,  and  reign  fo-;

vf reign  of  the  world.  Then  (he  became  diOioned  and  covetout^ 
luxurious  and  cflrcminatc,  and  fell, a  to  the  enterpridng  and 

extcnfive  genius  of  one  of  her  own  citizens,  whofc  talents  could 
only  he  equalled  by  his  towering  ambition.  This,  were  it  not  too 
tedious,  might  be  exemplihed  in  the  fame  manner  in  the  other 
republics  above-ineniioned,  and,  indeed,  in  all  kinds  of  govern¬ 
ment. 

Chrlllianiiy  itfelf,  though  flowing  from  fo  facred  a  fpring,  has 
not  been  free  from  thefe  alterations:  it  is  too  well  known  how 
fuon  it  degenerated  from  its  primitive  purity,  and  became  fubler- 
\ient  10  ail  the  purpofcs  of  fuperftition,  violence,^ and  fraud.  Two 
centuries  are  hardly  paflTed  iince  it  had  almofl  difappeared,  and 
leenied  deiiined  t(»  undergo  the  fatality  incident  to  all  other  human 
tilings :  but  true  religion  can  never  perifh.  It  revived  again  at 
ibe  reformation,  and  feemcd  to  be  turned  once  more  into  its  pro¬ 
per  c  hannel,  thence  extending  itfelf  on  all  (ides,  like  a  noble  river, 
whofe  pure  and  limpid  dreams  afford  cooling  wholefbme  draughts 
to  the  ibirfly  flocks  and  wearied  traveller,  and  in  their  peaceful 
courle  enrich  the  banks  near  which  they  flow,  didributing  health 
and  plenty.  But  at  prefent,  does  not  its  courfc  appear  again  in¬ 
terrupted,  whild  the  tranfparcncy  of  its  waters  is  tioubled  and 
dldiirbed  by  deifm,  infidelity,  and  we  know  not  what? 

ft  would  extend  this  effay  too  far,  elfe  this  condant  viciditude 
might  be  proved  in*  many  other  indances.  We  fliall  therefore 
conclude  with  a  fhort  dory,  which  may  ferve  to  enliven  and  egayer 
a  little,  what  (bine  may  think  too  ferious. 

About  a  century  ago,  a  venerable  old  man,  who  had  pafled  all 
the  ofiiccs  in  one  of  the  chief  towns  in  Holland  with  honour  and 
applaufe,  and  had  gained  great  riches  without  reproach,  had  fbme 
thoughts  of  retiring  to  his  country-feat.  In  order  to  take  leave  of 
his  friends  and  acquaintance  in  a  handfbmc  manner,  he  invited 
them,  young  and  old,  of  both  fexes  (and  they  were  people  of  the 
hell  fafhion  in  the  place),  to  an  entertainment  at  his  own  houfe. 
I'hey  met  together  with  great  cxpeiftations;  but,  to  their  no  finall' 
furprife,  faw  a  long  table,  hardly  covered  with  a  fcanty  blue  cloth, 
on  which  were  alternately  placed  platters  full  of  butter-milk,  and 
fowr-crude,  heaps  of  pickled  herrings,  and  huge  cheefes.  The 
red  of  the  cheer  was  made  up  with  butter  and  roggen-brottp  or 
rye-bread  ;  and  cans  of  fmall-heer  were  at  hand  for  thofe  that  had 
a  mind  to  drink  ;  trenchers  ferved  indead  of  plates,  and  not  a 
fingle  fervant  attended.  The  company  fecreily  curfed  the  old 
fellow’s  humour,  but  in  regard  to  his  great  age,  and  dill  greater 
meric,  bridled  their  refentment,  and  feemed  to 'put  up  contented* 
ly  with  their  homely  fare.

The  moft  beautiful  flowered  danialk  was  fpread 
over  the  table ;  the  richeft  plate  arid  moft  curious  china  adorned 
the  fide-board,  whilft  a  profufion  of  foops,  olios,  tame  and  wild 
fowl,  ragouts,  blancs  r.iangers^  in  a  word,  all  that  the  art  of  a  mo¬ 
dern  French  cook  could  produce,  ranged  in  a  well  difpofed  judi¬ 
cious  order,  feenied  to  court  the  tafte  and  renew  the  appetite  of 
the  whole  company.  Add  to  this,  ftrong-bodied  chateau-margou,  ' 
generous  burgundy,  fparkling  champaign,  in  ftiort,  a  choice  of  the 
beft  wines  commerce  can  procure  to  a  trading  country*  And  that 
nothing  might  be  wanting  that  could  pleafe  the  fenfes,  by  that 
time  a  fumpiuous  delert  was  brought  .in,  a  melodious  concert, 
made  up  of  an  agreeable  variety  of  inftrumehts,  was  heard  in  the 
next  room.  Healths  went  round,  mirth  increafed,  and  the  old 
tnan,  feeing  that  nothing  hut  his  departure, and  of  the  that  gravcll 
of  the  company,  w'as  waited  for  to  give  a  loofe  to  joy  that  plea- 
fure,  rofe  up  and  made  the  following  difeourfe. 

Gentlemen  and  l*adies,  I  heartily  thank  you  for  this  favour; 
it  is  time  for  one  of  my  age  to  withdraw  ;  but  1  hope,  thofc  that 
are  difpofed  for  dancing  will  accept  of  a  ball,  which  I  have  order¬ 
ed  to  be  prepared  for  you.  Before  the  fiddles  ftrike  up,  give  me 
leave  to  make  a  fliort  reflection  upon  this  entertainment,  which, 
otherwife  would  appear  whimfical,  and  the  effect  of  humour;  it 
inay  ferve  to  give  you  an  idea  of  our  common-wealth.  By  living 
after  that  penurious  nianner  exhibited  in  the  firft  courfe,  our  an- 
ceftors  raifed  their  infant  ftate,  and  acquired  liberty,  wealth  and 
powef.  Thefe  w'cre  preferved  by  our  lathers,  who  lived  in  that 
handfome  but  plain  w  ay,  you  have  feen  in  the  fecond  courfe.  But 
if  an  old  mart  be  permitted,  before  he  leaves  you,  whom  he  dearly 
loves,  to  fpeak  his  thoughts  freely,  I  am  indeed  afraid,  that  that 
Extravagant  plenty  you  have  ohferved  in  the  laft  courfe,  will,  if 
%vc  go  on,  deprive  us  of  thofe  advantages  that  our  anceftors  have 
earned  by  the  fwcat  of  their  brow;  and  that  our  fathers,  by  their 
induftry  and  good  management,  have  tranfmiited  to  us*  Young 
people,  I  advife  you  to  l>e  merry  this  evening,  but  to  think  feri- 
onfly  to-morrow  uj>on  w  hat  I  have  been  telling  you  to-day.  Good 
bight.

Nothing  can  be  more  difagreeable  than  this  board ing-fchool;  If  I 
am  obliged  to  marry  that  iniignilicant  wretch,  Bob  Barter,  will 
the  forced  ceremony  oblige  me  to  hate  my  literary  lover?  Your

Frejh  Anecdotes  of  Mr  Charles  Holland. 

I 

1WAS  agreeably  entertained  with  the  JMemoirs  of  JMr  Holland 
in  your  Magazine  of  Jan.  1 1.  particularly  his  amour  with  Mrs 

E - le,  which  is  very*  well  told ;  and  is,  I  know,  true  in  every 

circumftance,  as  I  have  heard  him  relate  the  particulars  of  that 
alTair  myfelf.  But  1  cannot  help  thinking  the  writer  of  thofe 
memoirs  has  been  rather  fevere  on  my  friend  Charles,  where  he 
fays,  “  not  qualified  by  nature  or  education  for  figuring  in  com* 
pany,  his  converfation  was  chiefly  made  up  of  play-houfc  cant, 
interlarded  with  the  bon^viots  of  certain  wits,  who,  on  particular  , 
occafions,  were  fo  indulgent  as  to  admit  him  of  their  parlies,  though 
what  was  often  obferved,  cannot  be  denied,  that  their  higheji  Jia» 
'loured  failles  fnffered  by  his  recital.’’ 

As  to  his  education,  1  believe  )onr  correfpondent  is.  pcrfe<flly 
right,  when  he  fays  it  was  fuitabie  to  the  fpliere  of  life  his  father 
moved  in;  but  he  had  certainly  gcx>d  natural  parts,  and  being  al¬ 
lowed  by  every  one  to  have  pofTefl'ed  a  very  extraordinary  retentive 
memory,  as  he  had  perufed  mod  of  the  celebrated  Englifh  au¬ 
thors  in  poetry  and  the  belles  lettres.  he  could  not  he  very  igno¬ 
rant.  Some  letters  I  have  by  me  from  him  evince  this,  as  they 
arc  penned  in  a  very  decent  flile,  and  are  corretd  with  refpetd  to 
uinniatical  accuracy.  Neither  can  1  agree  with  the  memoir  writer 
as  to  his  geniu.s  for  repartee  or  bou^mots^  having  heard  Holland  (ay 
fume  very  fmart  things  off  hand,  which  have  met  with  applaufe 
among  thofe  who  arc  reckoned  judges.  I  remember  one  in  par¬ 
ticular,  which  had  a  very  good  effect;  and  as  it  could  not  poffiUy 
be  preincdiiaied,  1  fliall  give  it  you  as  a  fpecitnenof  bis  abilities  in 
this  wav. 


An  acquaintance  of  Holland’s  obferving  that  he  was  very  happy 
,n  the  iVitudfliij)  of  the  manager,  with  whom  he  had  (een  him 
j.cqiici.ilv  on  ihe  road  on  horfeback  ;  Holland  replied,  T^hat  he  en^

The  unfortiwate  Fathers, 

>  yjTR  SLADON,  a  mercliant  of  Bridol,  by  induflry  and  a  dilu 
iVx  gent  application  to  bulinefs,  acquired  a  confiderable  fortune^ 
As  be  was  an  enemy  to  noife  and  pomp,  he -neither  fet  up  hU 
tanijge  nor  endeavoured  to  make  a  fplendid  appearance;  hi^ 
t'lilv  die  centered  in  Maria,  his  beaii;iful  daughter:  he  fpared  nq 
ioils  to  complete  her  education;  her  genius  requited  his  labour; 
no  inflructions  were  loll  on  her,  and  die  excelled  in  every  quali« 
jic  iilon  which  dignify  her  fex.  At  the  age  of  feventcen  (he  wa^ 
unlvtM  liillv  allowed  to  be  a  beauty.  The  reader  will  excufe  the 
M  i  lici  f  o:n  giving  a  deferiplion  of  her  perfon;  let  him  cull  from 
ilic  volumes  of  poets  and  painters  all  his  imagination  accounts 
b(  luiitiil,  and  ihrovy  into  it  an  inexprellible  (bftnefs,  and  he  ha^ 
Mil  ia. 

Mr  Hinckley,  whofe  father  was  clofely  ponneeded  in  trade  with 
Mr  Shdoii,  (Iriick  with  the  uncommon  luftre  of  Maria’s  perfoa 
r.Ovi  mind,  inirealed  his  father  to  permit  him  to  pay  his  addredes 
I  »  her.  “  George,”  faid  the  prieft  of  manamon,  **  I  commend 
>onr  choice,  Mils  Sladou  is  a  good  oeconomid,  and  will  have  little 
I(Ts  than  a  plum  to  her  fortune:  go,  and  profper.”  Young  Hinck^ 
Uy  affured  his  father  he  had  not  the  lead  mercenary  view, 
“  Away,”  replied  die  old  man,  ‘‘  when  you  have  been  as  often 
upon  ’Change  as  me,  you’ll  know  better.” 

\  ou!ig  Hinckley  had  no  caufe  to  complain  of  his  reception  ; 
Mirii  had  never  viewed  him  with  eyes  of  indiderence.  Mr  Sla* 
clou  rejoiced  at  the  propofed  alliance:  all  was  unity  and  love,  and 
before  the  expiration  of  two  months,  George  acquainted  his  fa¬ 
ther,  that  he  intended  to  requed  Mr  Sladon  to  nx  the  day;  but 
'vas  thunderdruck  with  his  cuniinand,  that  he  (hould  not  go  fuch 
lengths  till  he  had  farther  orders  from  him. 

Air  Sladon,  who  was  himfclf  above  deceit,  never  fafpetded  it  in 
inother ;  his  generous  franknefs  laid  him  open  to  the  vile  arts  of 
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old  Hinckley:  after  being  connctfled  together  the  fpace  of  a  year, 
he  broke,  and  ruined  him. 

Maria  had  by  this  time  conceived  the  mod  tender  pafOon  for 
voting  Hinckley  :  it  was  allowable,  as  Ihe  had  always  confidefed 
him  as  her  future  hulhand.  No  words  can  deferibe  Hinckley’s 
excefs  of  love.  Imagine  what  an  efTetft  this  flroke  mud  have  u* 
j)on  both.  Nothing  but  imagination  can  paint  it. 

Mr  Sladon  was  only  adetfted  for  his  daughter:  his  noble  (bul 
rofe  fuperior  to  this  revolution  of  fortune  ;  he  triumphed  in,  po. 
vortv,  over  the  wealthy  wretch  who  caufed  his  misfortunes.  Old 
Hinckley,  whofe  fortune  was  increafed,  not  diminiflied  by  this  in- 
f.imous  a<^tion,  perceived  with  chagrin  his  ff)n*s  madnefs  for  ]VJa» 
ria  ;  he  endeavoured  to  divert  his  attention  to  objec^fs  more  rich, 
and  therefore,  in  his  opinion,  more  deferving:  but  be  laboured  in 
vain;  notbing  could  abate  his  love.  Mr  Sladon  faw  his  padion ; 
he  pitied  him  :  hut  could  not  think  of  uniting  his  daughter  to  a 
nt  in,  whofe  fupeiiorily  of  circiimftances  was  derived  from  his  , 
own  ruin. 

Old  Hinckley  finding  all  remordrances  nfclefs,  by  feme  mer* 
cf  nary  agents,  perfuaded  IMr  Sltdon  that  young  Hinckley  was 
privy  to  and  afiifting  in  his  ruin.  I'he  circumfiances  made  it 
plaiifible  ;  he  believed  it,  and  forbad  him  his  houfe.  Maria  would 
have  credited  it  of  anv  other  man  ;  in  this,  cafe  it  w^as  dubious: 
her  love  for  him  w^as  partial;  hut  as  (he  had  looked  upon  the  fa¬ 
ther  formerly  in  the  belt  light,  flie  doubted  whether  fhe  might 
not  he*  deceived  in  the  fon.  She  was  in  this  w’avcring  opinion 
when  the  only  fervant  IVIr  Sladon  had,  brought  her  a  letter  from 
young  Hinckley;  fhe  knew  the  hand,  flte  eagerly  caught;  Ihc  re¬ 
collected,  and  dropt  it  on  the  ground:  after  a  long  ftruggle  be- 
tw'een  duty  and  love,  llie  font  it  back  unopened.  W^hen  a  perfbn 
of  good  fenie  and  ftrong  natural  parts,  has  not  the  happineA  qI  a 
religious  education,  be  is  generally  a  deift  or  Soc^^inian.  This  Was 
the  cafe  with  ^oiing  Hinckley  ;  his  father  endeavouring  to  qualify 
him  for  commerce  neglected  chriftianity :  to  the  mod  refined  no¬ 
tions  of  honour  and  morality,  he  united  an  abfolute  contempt  for 
religion  :  his  paflions  w’ere  violent  ;  but  as  he  was  continually  on 
his  guard,  they  feldoni  appeared.  Wlien  he  heard  that  Maria 
h  iti  returned  his  letter,  he  raved  to  the  utmoft  extravagance  of 
m  ulnefis;  then  appearing  calm,  he  fat  down,  and  writing  a  letter, 
fealed  it,  and  left  it  on  the  table.  Having  done  this,  he  went  in¬ 
to  bis  chamber,  and  immediately  fliot  himfelf. 

Old  Hinkley  hearing  the  explofion,  ran  from  his  compter,  and 
alVeiuIing  the  flairs,  faw  his  fon  extended  breathlefs.  He  fainted 
and  continued  in  that  condition,  till  his  fervanis  occafionally  com¬ 
ing  in,  recovered  him. 

1  he  letter,  which  was  directed  to  his  fiiher,  contained  what 

follows  ; 
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I  lliall  not  accufe  your  concla<fl,  for  you  arc  my  father ;  I  (hall 
only  nuleavour  to  vindicate  the  a<5tion  1  am  about  to  perpe¬ 
trate.  This  will  be  eafily  done.  There  is  a  principle  in  man 
(\  lhadovv  of  the  divinity),  which  conftitutes  him  the  image  of 
(Joil  :  you  may  call  it  confeience,  grace,  infpiration,  the  fpirit,  or 
Ni  uaiever  name  your  education  gives  it.  If  a  man  atfls  according 
u  tills  regulator,  he  is  right :  if  contrary  to  it,  he  is  wrong.  It  is 
an  anpioved  truth,  that  this  principle  varies  in  every  rational  be- 
l:ig.  As  1  cun  reconcile  filicide  to  this  principle,  with  me  it  is 
(onfei^ueiiily  no  crime.  Suicide  is  foineiimes  a  noble  itifanity  of 
the  foul :  and  often  the  refult  of  a  mature  and  deliberate  appro¬ 
bation  of  the  foul.  If  ever  a  crime,  it  is'only  fi  to  (oclety:  there 
i.iLjeed  it  always  appears  an  irrational  emotion ;  but  when  our  be- 
ini»  becomes  didbeial,  when  we  neither  allift  or  are  aflifled  by  (o- 
l  iety,  we  do  not  injure  it  by  laying  dowui  our  load  of  life.  It  may 
fee  in  a  paradoxical  ailcrtion,  that  we  cannot  do  wrong  to  ourfelves, 
but  it  is  certain  that  we  have  power  over  our  own  exillence.  Such 
is  niy  opinion,  and  I  have  made  ufe  of  fuch  power. 

George  Hinckley. '' 

This  feeming  philolbphv  was  loft  on  old  Hinckley;  he  was  re¬ 
ally  atfected  xvilh  the  lofs  of  his  fon,  and  did  not  furvive  him 
three  months. 

M  aria,  the  beauteous  Maria,  had  a  ftill  fhorter  date.  She  heard 
the  fatal  news;  and  expired  within  a  week.— Mr  Sladon  loved 
bis  daughter  too  well  to  live  without  her:  he  compleated  the  tra¬ 
gedy,  and  funk  to  the  grave,  refigned  and  contented,  amidft  the 
tbaltifcmenis  of  providence.

<  lo  kill  .toother  under  the  pretence  of  What  lord  ilglinton's  intentions  wero 

*  owlcM. ling  his  property.*'  And  they  at*-  cannot  certainly  be  known;  the  only 
ici  vv’ai  (is  apply  this  poiiiion  to  the  pre  thing  certain  is,  that  he  attempted  to 

cji'c,  as  tuliows.  Ir  is  plain,  that  take  the  paneVs  gun  irom  him  by  force 
‘  .!ic  (icbcurcd  eail  had  no  i'uch  iiuenti  und  fear,  us  he  advanced  upon  the  ]Hinel, 
‘oil.  lie  could  not  have  been  ciisrged  and  feat  for  a  gun  to  Ihoot  him*  It  is 
'  a:>  lu'ing  guilty  ot* felony,  if,  lic  /ath,  ne  very  polliblo,  that  the  dual  caufe  of  lord 
'  li  id  U'l/.cd  and  carried  otf  the  panel’s  Kglinton's  viuleuce  was  not  to  reap  any 

*  gun.  lie  did  not  thereby  iuiend  felo  advantage  by  having  the  property  uf  the 

*  nioidly  to  rub  and  bereave  tbc  panel  gun,  bnt  that  it  was  to  infult  and  pa* 
‘  ut  his  property.  Me  was  led  to  make  uith  the  panel  for  his  imagined  offence  ; 

*  the  iie.uand, under  the  belief  and  appre*  yet  that  is  not  certain ;  and  it  is  far  froUi 
‘  iKi'.iioii,  that  the  law  iiuitled  him  to  being  impoflibie  that  a  man  of  high  rank 

*  Miake  ihc  icizure.  Whether  he  was  niay  covet  a  dog  or  gun  of  remarkablo 
‘  light  or  wrung  iu  that  apprehenliou  is  to  value.  But  be  his  lordihip's  motive  what 

*  the*  p.elenc  idue  very  hnmateriaL  If  he  Jt  may,  certaimit  it  is,  that  he  meant  to 

*  vv.ts  niiliuken,  all  that/ could  be  char  appropriate  the  guu  to  himfelf,  and  as 
'  againlt  liiin,  if  he  carried  off  the  force  and  fear  were  employed,  the  &Ct 

*  gun,  was  a  common  trefpafs,  upon  came  up  to  the  dchuition  of  robbery  ; 

*  which  he  miokt  have  been  fubjeCted,  and  if  the  panelS  life  could  not  be  takea 

*  in  a  civil  action,  to  relWe  the  gun,  for  the  hointcide,  upon  fuppolition  thac 

‘  an  J  to  iiideiiiiiify  the  panel  of  what  ex  lordlbip'tf  ack  had  proceeded  from 

*  ]>c*nccs  he  ihould  incur  in  making  his  covetonfiiefs,  it  would  be  hard  that  the 

*  ci.iini  eifecfual,  and  what  damages  be  panel's  life  Ihould  be  taken  Upon  a  bare 
‘  could  (qualify  he  had  fuiiained  by  tbc  prefuraption  that  his  lordlhip's  motive 
M'ci/.urc  or  deieniion."  And  in  fupport  was  not  fuch,  without  any  proof,  which 
of  this  I'everal  authorities  are  quoted.  It  is  abfolutcly  inipoHible  to  bring  as  to 

'i'his  is  the  only  argument,  in  the  in*  intentions, 
foi  iuation  fur  the  profecutors,  that  has  Lord  Bglinton,  it  has  been  already 
any  ihow  of  plauftbility.  But  when  it  is  fliown,  bad  not  right,  by  the  game^law# 
impartially  and  thoroughly  cxaiuiued, it  to  take  this  gun;  the  matter  therefore 
will  appear  that  there  is  nothing  in  it*  comes  to  be  tried  by  the  common  lawy 
What  are  the  fecret  fpriiigs  and  motives  and  by  it,  it  is  clearly  prima  facte  robbe* 
in  a  man’s  hreaib  to  any  adlion,  human  ry  ;  and  an  iiidi<5Imcnt  tor  robbery  might 
judges  and  human  lawgivers  cannot  have  been  molt  relevantly  drawn agaiaft 
poilibly  know;  and  theremre  they  malt  his  lordiliip;  and,  if  he  had  demurred  Co 
prefumc  the  motive  to  be  bad,  if  the  ac  ..  the  relevancy  upon  this,  that  he  was  en* 
lion  itfclf  be  bad  and  hurtt'ul,  This  titled  to  take  the  gun  by  the  game  law# 
holds  in  all  criminal  quellious.  Thus,  if  that  plea,  for  the  realbos  above  explain* 
a  man  is  killed  by  another,  the  prefump*  ed,  moil  certainly  would  have  been  o« 
tioii  is  againlt  the  killer,  and  it  lies  U'  ver  ruled.  At  the  fame  time,  It  is  poffia 
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wa^s  favouraUlr,  anU  the  law  ou^ht  ne* 
ver  to  be  ill  etched  agaiiiU  him  ;  and 
therefore,  the  jury,  in  all  probability, 
would  have  liliened  to  his  plea,  that  he 
had  been  led  to  coinmic  the  violence 
iVoni  an  erroneous  apprrhcuhon  of  the 
^aine  law,  and,  from  dilFerent  cirenm 
itances,  would  have  prcfuined  that  his 
motive  waji  anxiety  for  prefervation  of 
the  gatitC,  arnl  punidimrnt  of  one  whom 
J>c  took  to  be  a  traniVreiror.  Butthouolv 
it  were  certain,  that  lord  Kglinton  wotild 
have  been  thus  gently  dealt  with  by  a  ju¬ 
ry,  aiul  though  it  were  clear  that  fuch  an 
etjuitablc  ilietch  in  his  favours  were 
right  ;  yet  it  docs  by  no  means  there* 
from  follow,  that  what  was  certaiuly 
I'obbci  y  in  iliiCt  law,  lhall  be  Ivcld  by 
interpreiation  not  to  be  robbery,  in  or¬ 
der  to  come  at  the  panel's  life.  How- 
c  vtr  exctilabtc  ai.d  piopcr  it  may  l>c  to 
lu^ke  equitable  tlrelcbes  and  coutlrudti- 
ofis,  in  order  to  favc  a  man's  life,  it  would 
be  unprecedented,  and  molt  unjult,  to 
make  fuch  kretches  and  coiikriiditoiu, 
in  order  to  take  it. 

However,  the  p«neFs  defence. will  not 
be  hurl,  though  it  Ihould  be  reckoned 
clear  in  point  of  law,  that  this  was  iiot 
a  r<*bbcry  in  lord  b  glinton-  It  is  luki 
cieut,  that  it  be  an  unlawful  nnd 
attempt  to  take  hl.s  property  from  him; 
«»iid  there  can  he  no  dotihc  that  it  was. 
It  w  as  w  hat  is  called  vis  priv,itii%  by  the 
Konian  law  ;  a  trcfpafs  et  unr.h,  by 
the  law  of  Knglaud  ;  and  what  is  called 
a  fjHilrie  in  the  law  of  this  country,  and 
a  fiwjlxie  aggravated  by  the  concomiiHiic 
circunikamei  of  force  and  fear.  , 

'I'he  panel  has  no  necaiiuti  to  main 
t.sir,  that  it  is  juliifiable  to  kill  a  man 
I refimlfing  privately,  f/jm,  and  by  Itealih; 
bur  be  does  maintain,  and  it  Is  cltablilli 
e  l  by  the  attchority  of  ail  laws  and  law 
yet  s,  that  it  is  jnltifuble,  or  at  leak  ex 
cniahle,  to  kill  a  irefpairer  svho  ufei  vi¬ 
olence. 

The  greateft  nnmbcr  of  the  doAors 
hoM,  that  it  is  lawful  to  kill  in  defence 
of  property  only.  Some  of  them  hold  it 
lint  to  he  julliHablc  but  culp-ible.  to  kill 
«u  ddending  pro^icriy  only  :  But  they  all 
agree  in  one  voiir,  that  it  is  jullihable 
HI  kill,  when  both  perfon  and  property 
is  attacked,  which  always  mull  be  the 
cafe  when  the  projwrty  is  annexed  to 
the  pcrl'ou;  and  fuch  was  the  panel’s 
esfe- 

Corarivins,  «n  eminent  canonitl,  is 
one  of  thote  u  ho  liave  lome  doubt,  not 
if  it  be  rxc  utable,  but  if  it  be  complete¬ 
ly  iutl-fiible,  to  kill  in  dei'ence  of  pro- 
jwrtT  alone  ;  hut  he  is  pcrltCtly  clear, 
(hat  there  is  uut  the  Icall  doubt,  il  the 


property  is  annexed  to  the  perfon, 
that  both  are  ar.d  muk  be  atiackeil  it 
once.  ' 

Had  lord  Eglinton  got  bold  of  the  pn- 
nel,  it  is  clear  he  mull,  and  would  have 
maltreated  his  perfmi,  in  order  to  get  hit' 
property  from  him  ;  and  his  fending  foe 
the  gun  demonllrates,  that  he  waarefol* 
ved  lo  mailer  and  dcitroy  the  perii»n,'iii 
order  to  take  the  property.  There  is 
very  good  reafon  for  holding,  thlt  it  il' 
culpable  to  kill  a  trei'jiallcr  T'j  fiealtbp  and* 
that  it  is  jultiiiablc  to  kill  a  trefpafler 
by  violence  ,  for  from  the  former  there  it 
no  danger,  bnt  there  is  from  the  latter, 
ei;)ecialiy,  if  p.^flion  and  refeiitment  give 
life  to  the  tierp.ifs,  mid  if  the  iwopcrty* 
which  the  ircfpalTer  wants  lo  take  ben 
W’eapon  ;  which  was  the  cafe  here.  Lord' 
Kgiinron'  was,  and  could  not  but  be,  in 
the  lire  and  fury  of  jiodiun  ;  anxiety  for 
the  -piolervation  of  the  game  was  hit 
loible,  and  he  muit  have  been  provoked' 
by  the  panel's  imagined  traufgreflion  Q- 
jmn  it.  He  moil  have  been  greatly  inf¬ 
lated  by  the  panel's  rciuling  to  give  up' 
his  gun,  and  heated  to  the  utmolt  pitch* 
by  the  panel's' threateuiug  to  ilioot  him* 
rather  than  give  it  op.  Indeed,  *  this  U' 
Imk  too  evident,  from  his  loi'dlliip's  ex- 
poling  himfelf  fu  long  to  a  loaded  fowl* 
mg  piece,  which  the  indi(5l:mrnt  fays  was' 
cocked,  and  pi  efented  at  him  ;  aud  the' 
cxcclfc  of  his  rage  is  put  out  ot’  all  doubt, 
by  his  fending  for  his  own  gun  to  Ihoot' 
the  panel  'I'he  panel,  therefore,*  had' 
all  .he  reafon  in  the  toorld  to  exped^ 
that,  if  his  lordlhip  g'lt  polTcflion  of  the' 
pancl’.s  gun,  be  w'oiud  have  put  hllU  to* 
death  with  it.  He  had  not  indeed  rcx« 
Ion  to  exped:  this  when  lord  Eglinton' 
came  itrk  up  to  him,  and  demanded  bit' 
gun,  aud  it  is  to  that  period  tliat  part  oT 
the  declaration  mentioned  by  the  profe- 
cutors  refers  ;  but  he  had  all  the  rcalbu 
in  the  world  to  cxj>ect  it,  after  his  lord* 
Ihip  had  been  irritated  and  provoked  by 
the  circumkances  above  mentioned^  and 
the  panel,  if  nccelTary,  can  proven  that 
lord  Eglinton  fmneiitnes  Iwat  people 
with  their  own  guns,  after  he  had* taken 
them  ;  what  then  would  he  not  have, 
done  to  the  panel  who  bad  fo  mucfa'pitr- 
voked  him  \ 

*  The  Englifli  authorities  are  likewayf 
clear  for  the  panel  upon  this  point. 
Thus  Hawkins,  **  Neither  can  a  man y'ajT* 

‘  tif^  the  killing  of  another  in  defencn- 
’  of  his  houfe,  or  goods,  or  even  of  hlf 

*  perfon,  from  a  bare  private  trefpaft; 

*  and  therefore^  he  that  kills  anotheff 

*  who,  claiming  a  title  to  bia  houfe,  at* 

*  tempts  to  enter  it  by  force  and  ihoota^ 

*  at  him,  or  that  breaks  open  bis  win* 

dowt# 
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do'ts,  i«  order  to  arreft  him,  or  that 
per  ftp  in  breaking  hi«  hedge*,  after 
he  is  forbidden,  is  guf/ty  of  man 
t:r:  And  he  who,  in  his  own  deience> 
kills  another,  who  aiTaolt*  him  in  his 
hoiil'c  in  ll»e  d.i>  time,  and  plainly  ap 
penrs  to  iuteiul  to  brat  him,  only  is 
e^uilry  of  homicide,  f<  dcf{nienio\  for 
vvincti  he  forfeits  his  goods,  but  is  par¬ 
doned  of  conrfe  ;  yet,  it  Teems  that  a 
private  perfon,  and,  a  fortiot-i,  an  offi¬ 
cer  of  jjillice,  who  happens  inavoidably 
to  k  11  another  in  endeavouring  to  dc* 
ftiid  Itimfcif  from,  or  fuppiTfs  danger' 
ons  I  ioicrs,  may  juUify  the  fact,  in  as 
untch  as  he  only  d(»es  bis  duty  in  aid  of 
public  jiillice.” 

Here  it  is  moll  juftly  laid  down,  that 
kiliin^;  a  trclpalTer  by  force,  tbongb  per 
hap>  not  iiiii^’lly  jullitiahle,  is  at  Icaft 
cxiufahlc,  fo  as  to  be  held  only  man' 
ll mj^ijter,  the  punilhiTu:nt  of  which  is 
clalory  This  palfage  is  much  more  ac- 
(i.raie  than  iliat  quoted  by  the  proTecu- 
t  ii\s  from  an  after  part  of  the  book, 
vhich  at  lirll  will  appear  to  be  inconfif- 
ten:  with  the  former  :  But  it  will  not 
appear  to  be  To  upon  reading  the  whole 
poil'.ve,  of  which  the  profccutors  only 
trail'd  ibe  a  part,  becaufe  of  the  liroita- 
ti  >11  it  contains,  and  the  authority  up<»n 
^vllu))  it  is  grounded,  which  is  a  paiTage 
ill  KcUyngr,  which  fuppofes  the  trefpafs 
to  he  alicady  done,  and  conBrms  the 
dilliiK^tion  above  eiiabliflicd  between  re- 
drfjfmg  and  preventing. 

The  lail  authority  the  panel  ihall 
quote  upon  this  point,  is  a  very  capital 
one,  being  no  lefs  than  that  of  lord 
thief  jullice  Hale.  His  words  arc,  **  If 
'  a  man  comes  to  take  my  goods  as  a 
»  trcfpjffer,  I  may  juftify  the  beating  of 

*  him  in  defence  of  my  goods,  as  hath 
"  been  faid  j  but  if  I  kill  HIM,  IT  1$ 

*  M  ansl auohtir.”  What  anfwer  can 
the  profccutors  make  to  this  ;  or  what 
aufwer  to  the  decilk  n  of  this  conrt  in 
Maclean's  cafe,  which  goes  upon  the 
fame  principle? 

The  authorities  quoted  from  the  law 
<if  Kngiand  by  the  profeentors  do  not  in 
the  lealt  impugn  the  above  dodlriae  : 
on  the  contrary,  they  fuppurt  it.  Foftcr 
lays,  •«  The  injured  party  mav  repel 

*  lor*  w’iih  force,  in  defence  of  his  per- 
'  f»n,  habitation  or  property,  agaipH  one 

*  wImi manifeiUy iotendeth, or  endeavonr * 
‘  cth,  with  violence  or  furprixe,  to  com 

*  tuir  a  known  leloriy  upon  either."  The 
panel  fays.  that,  lord  Eglinton  did  at* 
leinpr,  with  violence  and  furprixe,  to 
Commit  a  known  felony  upon  his  pro- 
i>erty.  But,  fuppofing  it  was  only  a  tref- 
pal'v,  where  hath  F^er  faid,  that. the 


killer  of  a  violent  treTpaiTer  li  gvilty  of 
murder?  Blackiloae's  doctrine  is  cko 
fame  with  his. 

The  law  of  this  conntry,  it  hat  beta 
already  proved,  permits  hmmtcide  in  dr* 
fence,  in  the  otmoll  latitude;  and  indeed 
it  would  have  been  very  unnatural  if  iC 
had  not ;  as  otherwife  the  men  of  the 
mod  generous  fpirit  in  it  mnft  have  beeil 
infnared,  and  atabeft  Uood  unjuftly  (heJ 
on  the  fcaffold,  becanft  of  the  pro  fervid 
dum  Scotorum  ingenium,  which  has  al-* 
ways  impreded  them  with  a  high  fenfe 
of  honour,  and  impelled  them  to  quick- 
nefii  of  refencment,  on  which  accountf 
the  motto  of  the  country  is,  fiemo  me 
impune  Lteeffet, 

The  profccutors  are  pleafed  to  obferve^ 
that,  if  the  panel’s  doctrine  were  folid^ 
it  would  follow,  that  lard  Eglinton 
might  have  beAi  judihed  for  kilting  the 
panel,  in  attempting  to  come  upon  his 
lurdihip's  lands  againd  his  will. 

To  this  the  panel  anfwers,  that,  fup- 
poiing  his  lordihip  to  have  had  a  title  to 
hinder  the  panel  from  coming  upon  his 
lands,  a  homicide  committed  by  his  lord* 
lliip  upon  him,  fo  trefpafling,  would  have 
been  murder,  or  judinabie,  or  excufable 
homicide,  according  to  circnmdancet*' 
If  the  trefpafs  had  been  done  by  dealch» 
the  homicide  would  either  have  been 
murder  or  homicide  highly  culpable.  If 
done  violently,  with  danger  or  offence 
to  his  lordfliip's  perfon,  the  homicide 
would  either  have  been  jadiiiable  or 
excufable  homicide. 

The  profeentors  are  likewife  pleafed 
to  fay,  that,  if  an  hcretor,  who  is  not 
well  acquainted  with  his  marches, 
ihonld  attempt  to  poind  his  neighbour's 
cattle,  which,  de  fade,  were  not  trelpaf* 
fing  upon  his  property,  it  it  impomble 
to  maintain,  that  a  homicide  committed 
upon  him,  by  the  proprietor  of  fuch 
cattle,  would  be  jadifiable,  though  the 
cattle  really  were  upon  their  mader's 
ground. 

To  this  the  panel  aofwers,  that  it  it 
perfe^ly  clear,  that,  if  fuch  poinding 
were  attempted  by  force,  and  the  poin* 
der  warned  of  his  danger,  the  homicido 
would  at  lead  be  excuiable,  fo  as  to  a* 
mount  to  no  more  than  manilaughter. 

The  narrownefs  of  this  country  has 
prevented  fneb  cafes  from  occurring  in 
It ;  but  in  England  many  fuch  cafes 
have  happened,  and  in  England  homi* 
cide,  in  cafes  much  narrower  thaii  any 
of  the  cafes  above  put,  has  been  ndjndg* 
cd  to  be  manflaugliter,  ns  will  nppetr 
from  the  following  authorities.  Haw* 
kins  jultly  fets  forth,  that,  **  the  killing 
of  an  o&er,  would  In  ibme  cafes  be 

«  manllaughttr 
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•  manflaughtcr  only  .*  Where  the  war* 

•  rant«  upon  which  he  acls,  gives  him  no 

•  authority  to  arreft  the  party;  as  where 

•  a  bailifl'  arreils  J.  S.  a  baronet,  who 

•  never  was  knigiitcd  :  where  a  good 

•  warrant  is  executed  in  an  unlawful 

•  manner  :  as  if  a  bailifi'  be  killed  in 

•  breaking  open  a  door  or  w  indow  to 

•  arrcli  a  man  ;  or  perhaps  if  he  arrcll 

•  one  on  a  Sunday,  lince  29ih  ('ar.  c.  2  7. 

•  which  nil  fuch  arrcHs  are  made  un* 
'  lawful.^’ 

To  the  fame  purpofc  Foftcr,  whofe 
•authority  the  profocutors  acknowledge. 
In  the  cafe  of  arrells  nju)!!  procefs, 

•  whether  by  writ  or  warrant,  if  the  of* 

•  tifcr  named  in  the  proe  fs  give  notice 

•  of  his  authority,  and  rtiiltaiu  c  is  made, 

•  and  the  ofiicer  be  killed,  it  will  he  inur* 

•  dcr,  if  in  fact  fuch  noi ilic ailon  was 

•  made,  and  the  procefs  ;  tor,  after 

•  fuch  notification,  the  parties  oppoiing 

•  the  arreft  aCted  at  llicir  own  peril. 
I  have  faid  above,  by  way  of  caution, 

•  If  the  procefs  be  but  I  syould 

•  not  be  undcrllood  to  mean  any  thing 

•  more  than  provided  the  procefs,  by 
'wiit  or  warrant,  be  not  defective  in 
'  the  frame  of  it,  and  ilFue,  in  the  ordi* 
‘  nary  coiufe  ofjullice,  from  a  court  or 

•  niagillratc  having  jui  ifiUc'tion  of  the 

•  cate.  But  if  the  procefs  be  dcfccffis'c 

•  in  the  frame  of  it,  as  if  there  he  a  mif* 

•  take  in  the  name  tir  addition  of  the 
«  perfon  011  whom  it  is  to  be  executed  ; 

•  or,  if  the  name  of  fuch  perfon,orof  the 

•  officer,  be  inferted  sviihout  authority, 

•  and  alter  the  iiTuing  of  the  procefs;  or, 

•  the  oiiicer  exccedelh  the  limits  of  his 

•  authority,  and  is  killed,  this  will  a* 

•  mount  10  no  more  than  manlUughtcr 

•  in  the  perfon  whofe  liberty  is  fu  iikva- 

•  drd." 

Thcfc  authorities  afibrd  a  good  an- 
fwer  to  the  cafes  put  lor  the  profccu- 
lors,  ard  an  invincible  argument  f<»r  the 
panel  in  iliis  ati'air.  For  the  inoft  fa- 
vimrahU  light  in  which  lord  Kgllnton^s 
attack  can  be  viewed,  is  that  of  an  nu- 
lawful  or  erroneous prhiatc  arrcfl.  Now, 
if  homicide  in  defence  againll  an  errone¬ 
ous  public  arreft  be  excufahlc,  much 
more  may  homicide  be  excufed  in  dc- 
ft  iice  agaitift  an  erroneous  private  ^rveii. 
And  it  is  clear,  the  doctrine  of  the  law 
of  F.ngland  on  ibis  point  is  moft  excel¬ 
lent  g(»od  fenfe  ;  for  he  who  attacks  a* 
aothtr’s  perfon  or  property  uith  vio¬ 
lence  dors  it  at  his  peril.  If  the  attack 
w.is  M-.'irranicd  by  law,  the  homicide 
uould  be  murder;  if  not,  the  homicide 
ill  be,  and  ought  to  be,  no  more  than 
m  ir.ilaughicr.  This  is  ilill  clearer  in 
'iolem  private  arrells  or  trcfpalTcs. 


Mankind,  no  doubt,  ought  to  curb  thefp 
paflinns  ;  and  it  is  one  of  the  chief 'ot>« 
jetfts  of  law  to  reftrain  them  :  but  then 
the  paflion  of  the  agreflbr  is  the  er.*js 
tftali  ;  that  ncccftarily  rnufes  the  paflion 
of  the  perfon  attacked,  and  the  (hrmipo 
fnme  indulgence  to  his  patuon,  can  have 
no  bad  efteCl  in  fociety-  On  the  con^rit 
ry,  it  has  a  inauifeft  tendency  topreferve 
good  order  and  peac  e,  by  affording  an 
immediate  and  clfeclual  check  to  law*

pends  upon  the  opinion  and  affection  of 
the  proprietor;  and  this  holds  in  all  | 
forts  of  property,  immoveables,  move-  j 
nbles,  and  animals,  for  which  the  pro¬ 
prietor  may  liave,  and  commonly  a^uai- 
Iv  has  an  infinite  greater  value  than  in# 
different  perfons.

inhabitants  about  Lake  Pontchatrain 
will  be  obliged  to  abandon  tbeir  fettle* 
ments,  svhicli,  it  is  faid,  the  Spaniards 
arc  determined  to  effeCT  If  there  had 
been  any  protcdVion  for  them  at  any  of 
owr  pods  on  the  Miflifipi*  the  French 
and  Germans  on  the  other  fide.woold 
have  come  over  in  flocks,  during  the 
late  diftraclions  in  Louifiana  ;  but  they 
have  now  been  compelled  to  take  the 
oath  of  fidelity  to  the  crown  of  Spain* 
M.  Villery,  a  gentleman  who  had  been 
concerned  in  thefe  dillnrbanccs,  on  the 
arrival  of  the  Spaniards  at  the  Balite, 
embarked  all  his  negroes,  about  Ilf  la 
number,  and  was  preparing,  with  his  fa* 
ir.ily  ?*nd  cffcc~t.s,  to  proceed  to,  and  fettle 
at  Natchez,  or  foincwherc  elfc  on  onr 
fnle ;  but  gen.  O'Reyley  behaved  in  fo 
political  a  manner  to  a  deputation  of 
the  infurgents  who  waited  upon  him, 
that  they  believed  all  they  had  done 
svnuld  be  forgotten  ;  upon  which  poof 
Villery  allowed  himfelf  to  be  perfuaded 
to  (lifcinbark  every  thing,  and  to  wait 
the  arrival  of  the  general  at  New-Or» 
leans,  who,  in  a  fliort  time  afterwardij 
contrived  to  fccure  fifteen  of  the  headl 
of  the  infurretition,  one  of  whom  w*a 
Villery,  who  died  in  a  few  daya  mad* 
from  treatment  he  bad  received  onboard 
a  Spanifli  frigate,  where  he  was  confi¬ 
ned.  The  deputies  that  went  to  France, 
in  order  to  reprefent  the  grievances  of 
the  inhabitants,  were  immediately  taken 
into  cuftody  on  tbeir  arrival,  and  have 
never  lincc  been  heard  of.  Such  is  Spa- 
nilh  and  French  government  !  There  if 
a  general  dejection  among  the  French 
at  New  Orleans,  who  mortally  hate  the 
very  name  of  a  Spaniard.  Gen.  0*Rey* 
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IfV  lias  ordered  away  all  the  Protcftanti, 
initiy  ”1  whom  are  gentlemen  of  confi- 
(Icrablc  property  Thefe  Proteftants 
xvould  nl!  fettle  on  the  Britilh  fide  of 
the  Mifinippi,  if  there  were  any  troops 
at  our  polb  on  that  riTcr.

i!  ly  in  preparations  for  a  fleet  of  thirty 
lliips  ol  the  line,  and  forty  five  frigates, 
on  board  of  which  are  to  be  embarked 
fixty  thoufand  land  forces,  who  are  def- 
tilled  to  make  an  invaflon  that  will,  ac' 
cording  to  thefe  letters,  altonilh  all  £u* 
rope. 

Tliey  write  from  Vienna,  that  all  the 
Auitrian  regiments,  without  diflindlion, 
arc  ordered  to  hold  theinfelves  in  read! 
to  march  at  a  moment's  warning. 

They  w'ritc  from  Venice,  that  a  very 
confidcrable  armament  is  now  fitting  out 
at  Triellc  and  Fiume. 

According  to  private  lctter|^  from 
Berlin,  couriers  are  frequently  palling 
between  that  city  and  Pcterlburgh,  and 
it  was  currently  reported,  that  his  Pruf. 
fian  majetty  would  foon  have  a  confider* 
able  navy  fitted  out  at  Embden,  and  o* 
ther  ports  in  the  North  Sea,  to  join  the 
Ruin  an  fleet. 

Some  letters  from  Gibraltar  fay,  that 
the  emperor  of  Morocco  complains,  that 
the  prefents,  for  fome  time  paft  made 
him  from  £np;land,  are  even  below  the 
•acceptance  ot  the  moil  petty  ftate  in 
Barbary.

Private  letters  fnmi  Madrid  infotiu, 
that  the  Spanilh  monarchy  have  been 
heard  to  declare,  they  cannot  be  eafy 
while  an  EngUfliman  is  allowed  to  fet. 
footing  on  the  giilph  of  Mexico. 

It  was  this  morning  reported,  that 
advice  is  received  that  the  Spanilh  court 
have  given  orders  for  the  Ruflian  men' 
of  war  to  be  denied  entrance  into  any  of 
his  Catholic  majefty*s  ports  within  or. 
without  the  ftraits  of  Gibraltar. 

Advices  arrived  this  day  from  Genoa, 
declare’,  that  the  appearance  of  the  Ruf* 
fian  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  occafiont 
great  fpeculatlon;  that  they  expert  the 
Ti>alaii  fquadron  will  fail,  as  foon  as  the 
RiiHians  quit  Port  Mahon ;  and  that 
eight  Spanilh  llitps  of  war  are  fitting 
out  at  Ferrol,  and  fome  others  at  Ca* 
dlz.  ^ 

They  write  from  Leghorn,  that  twen¬ 
ty  ’two  Rulfian  vellels  are  arrived  at 
Port  Mahon.  The  Ruffians  have  pur* 
chafed  a  large  Kngli/h  merchant  Ihip 
there,  which  will  be  fitted  out  for  the 
fervtce  of  the  Ruffian  fleet. 

Letters  from  Leghorn  aflure,  that  a 
great  number  of  Ihips  that  compofe  the 
Ruffian  fquadron,  have  arrived  at  Port* 
Mahon,  and  that  the  admiral  has  enga¬ 
ged  all  the  experienced  pilots  he  coaid 
find. 

We  are  aflTured  that  a  fquadron  of 
twelve  men  of  war  have  failed  fromTon* 
Ion,  in  queft  of  the  Ruffian  fleet  in  the 
Mediterranean;  and  an  account  of  an  en¬ 
gagement  between  them  is  hourly  ex¬ 
posed. 

Some  letters  from  Leghorn  advife, 
that  the  appearance  of  a  ftrong  Dutch 
fquadron  tu  the  Mediterranean  contri¬ 
butes  greatly  to  puzzle  the  politicians. 

The  ceffions  made  to  France  by  the 
houfe  of  Auftria  in  the  low*conntries,  In 
the  late  barrier  treaty,  have  greatly 
and  juftly  alarmed  the  ftates  general.  In 
conlequence  of  feveral  deliberations, 
tbeir  mtuifters  ac  Paris  and  Vienna  bare 
in  vain  remonftrated,  and  we  are  aflu- 
red  that  they  are  recalled  from  thofe 
courts.  The  ftates-general  have  pat 
their  navy  upon  a  rerpcdtable  footing 
and  are  now  recrnitlng  all  their  regi¬ 
ments,  as  they  are  refolved  no  longer  to 
be  a  mere  cypher  in  the  political  fyftein 
of  Europe.
